‘the country’s condition admits of a 
siinple solution: and will probably be 
found in the fact that the continued 
heavy taxution.is bearing its usual un- 
pleasunt consequences, The latest 
news to hand regarding the land of 
the “Rising Sun” is that the Katsura 
Administration recently’ formed is 
about to topple over. It was not 
from its inception of solid siructure, 
and the news therefore is not surpris- 
ing, Though Prince Katsura has not 
committed himself definitely to further 
expansion of militarism, it wag well 
known that his sympathies leaned in 
that direction, Such expansion nay 
nut mean further taxation, but 


.it is, unlikely to accelerate the de- 


crease in that direction, upon which 
the majority of the country have 
apparently set their mmds, To all 
appearance, the iinmediate struggle 
is between those who favonr military 
expansion, us represented..at present 
in an addition of two Divisions of 
troops for Korea, and those. who 
oppose that’ policy. The “expan: 
“occupy “high places” in the 
country, but the power that comes 
from numbers and actual control of 
the finances in the lage resort is with 
those that are opposed to further 
militarism at» present, pirticularly in 
Korea, where, they are of opinion, 
that it ig’ nnnecessary. Our opinion 
is that the majority in this fistance 
are right in their opposition to, at 
least, increased military burdens in 
Korea, for in that country of “ Morn- 
ing Calin” there is no evidence what- 
ever that additional troops whould be 
stationed there. If the military move 


is part of a more comprehensive | 


policy having reference to the vom- 
paratively close proximity of Man- 
churia. and Rrssia's Pucitic port-—(as 
it might ensity be) then, of course, 
that is a different mattermand by 
some means or other the country 
should be taken into the ‘confidence 
of the “ expansionists.”| We ‘sincere- 
ly hope that no further trouble will 
result, and that a stable Government 
may soon be established,
